The closest prior art, Lundberg, does not teach the core comprising an enteric 
coating layer comprising an enteric polymer and a sustained release polymer; and a 
coating layer of mannitol outside the enteric coating layer. The Declaration filed 
10/30/07 shows that these coating layers provide an increased hardness of the obtained 
oral tablets, improved friability of the tablets while maintaining rapid oral disintegrability.
